These tales are entirely without 

foundation as are the stories that the 

battlecruiser, Hood, was recently dam- 

_ aged and will take six to eight months 
to repair, that a heavy cruiser ‘vas 
damaged by aircraft off May Island 
and that ten hits from aircraft bombs 
were registered upon British riaval 
units in the engagement last week off 
the coast of Norway. 

On this last occasion, German air- 
craft dropped more than 100 bombs 
in a series of attacks lasting nearly 8 
hours, and did not obtain a single hit. 

’ A few spent splinters fell on board 
one ship, that was all. 
REPULSE INVENTION 

The latest report is that the battle- 
cruiser, Repulse, is damaged and unfit 
for action. 

This also is untrue, 

Unless it is for the purpose of mis- 
leading neutrals, or heartening their 
‘cwn peonle by exaggerating the stc- 
cess of German arms, it is difficult to 
see the reason for these lying state- 
ments as to British ‘losses’? which 
have not taken place. 

Of course, Hitler himself has said 
in “Mein Kampf” that provided one 
lies hard enough and often enough, 
some may eventually believe the wild- 
est rnisstatement. .

A boom was foreshadowed to-day in 
trade between Great Britain and Yugo- 
mavia when Sir ‘Ronald Campbell, 
British Minister here, called on the 
Economics Minister, M. Ivan Andres, 
to announce that Britain was ready to 


supply Yugoslavia with raw materials |

“Of the three men. we rescued, the 
senior man had a bad eye injury. 
One man was shot in the ribs and the 
third in the arm. 


“All three were grateful for the 
rescue, and the leader gave our skip- 
per a gold signet-ring.””. 


ONE MAN DIES 


All three men were taken to hos- 
pital on landing and -.one has since 
died. 


Following the raid many shrapnel 
fragments were found in_ several 
houses ‘and in the streets. Machine- 
gun bullets were also found, and 
many windows were broken, by con- 
cussion. 


Another eye-witness said: “There 
seemed to be about six bombers, who 


were being attacked by one British|: 


fighter. 


“They dived and dropped a number 
of bombs which fell close to warships 
in the Firth. One of the bombs fell 
60 yards from the bridge. 


“Two trains crossed the bridge dur-~ 
ing the raid. The noise of firing from 
the warships was terrific. 

“I was amazéd at the calmness of 
everyone around.” 


The German wireless claim that two 
R.A.F. chaser planes. were shot down 
is denied in London.
